The Hamlin School Board voted 
Thursday evening to give the voters 
of Hamlin Independent School 
District an opportunity to decide if 
they want to build a track for the 
State Champion Piper track team. 
Included in the proposal are some 
improvements 
in 
the 
football 
stadium that should appeal to a 
great many fans. 
Over the past few years there has 
been much talk about the need for a 
track here and we are personally 
glad that the Trustees have seen fit 
to give the voters a chance to ex­ 
press their feelings on the matter. 
While we have long felt the need 
for such a facility, we recognize that 
this is not a “must” issue like the 
recent hospital elections or the one 
to build the present high school 
building. 
This is an issue that must be 
decided on its merits. If you feel that 
Hamlin needs a track and want to 
spend the money to pay for it then 
vote yes, but if you don’t see the need 
and don’t want to spend the money, 
then you should vote no. It’s really 
that simple. 
We just hope that enough people 
will see the need and be willing to 
spend the small amount of money 
required. It is a relatively small 
amount of money when spread over 
all the taxpayers in the district. 
About three years ago we wrote in 
this space that it was a shame that 
Hamlin had such a good track 
program but did not provide the 
facilities for it. It just does not seem 
right to me for us to expect the 
citizens of Anson, 
Stamford or 
Ballinger to provide us with a place 
to perform. We said at that time that 
this was like someone who did not 
want the expense of owning a car but 
wanted a free ride everytime that 
they wanted to go someplace. 
We feel quite sure that one of the 
first questions will be “why so much 
money for a track?” In the first 
place about $40,000 of the $120,000 
issue would go for improvements to 
the football stadium. Of this, $26,060 
will be for stadium lights already 
approved by the board that will be 
paid for out of school funds if the 
issue is not passed. Another $11,300 
will be used to replace the present 
wooden seats with aluminum seats 
and if you have gotten as many 
splinters as some folks have from 
sitting on our stands, you will ap­ 
preciate this item. 
As for the track itself, the bond 
issue would give us an all-weather 
facility that would permit us to hold 
first class track meets here. Now, no 
one is going to promise that track 
meets would bring enough people to 
town to pay for all of this, but two or 
three meets a year could help the 
economy to some extent. 
And again comes the question of 
“couldn’t we get by with a cheaper 
track?” Yes, we probaby could but it 
would cost more in the long run. Out 
of the approximately $80,000 for the 
track we could probably save $20,000 
by going to a cinder track but with 
this type you have a much shorter 
life and tremendous maintenance 
costs. 
At one time there was some talk 
about putting the track inside the 
football stadium but this has been 
ruled out as being impractical for 
I 
several reasons. The present plans 
call for the track to be constructed 
where the present dirt track is 
located. The new stands would be 
constructed on the west side and 
some of the present football lights 
would be moved over to that side. 
Lights would also be mounted on the 
back side of the new football light 
poles to light the east side of the 
track. 
Parking for the athletic complex 
would be moved over to the west and

Area Continues to Get 
Heavy Soaking Rainfall 


The Hamlin area and most 
of the Big Country continued 
to be blessed with slow gentle 
soaking rains with some 
moisture falling each day for 
well over a week. The 10-day 
total, through Tuesday night 
was 
recorded 
by 
Bill 
Rountree, official 
weather 
observer, at 5.92 inches with 
m any surrounding areas 
receiving 
much 
heavier 
rainfall. 


The nature of the rain was 
the first of its type in almost a 
year with most of the scant 
rainfall that has fallen during 
the past year coming in 
spastic 
and 
scattered 
showers. 
The 
first 
m easurable 
rainfall of the long wet spell 
was recorded here Sunday, 
Sept. 15, at .13. This was 
followed by 1.50 on Monday, 
.23 on Tuesday, and 1.21 on 
W ednesday. Showers con­ 
tinued 
with 
.22 
being 
recorded on Thursday, .75 on 


Friday, .10 on Saturday and a 
trace on Sunday. 
A 
trace 
of 
rain 
was 
recorded here again 
on 
Monday which was followed 
by 
much 
heavier 
rain 
following 
on 
Tuesday 
Through 5 p.m. Tuesday the 
day’s total was 1.48 with .30 
inches more falling during 
the night Tuesday. 
Generally, the rainfall was 
much 
heavier 
south 
of 
Hamlin with Abilene being 
plagued 
by 
much 
city 
flooding during the heavier 
days of rainfall For the most 
part, area runoff has been 
light because of the slow 
soaking nature of the rainfall 
and local lakes and tank 
have still not caught any 
heavy amounts of water. 
The benefit of the rain on 
farming and ranching will be 
marked, according to Jones 
County Agricultural 
Agent 
Kirby Clayton. 
Clayton said the moisture 
“sets farmers up for getting 


their wheat started.” He said 
the moisture will be enough to 
get small grain started and 
carry it for a little while. 
He noted that the rain was 
the first in a long time to be of 
a general nature, wetting a 
large area. Also, he said, the 
cloudy weather, cool tem ­ 
peratures and high humidity 
contribute to make the rain a 
lasting one, unlike sum ­ 
mertime showers that were 
quickly consumed by heat 
and wind. 
He said pastures will have 
ample time to respond to the 
m oisture with about s :x 
weeks of growing season left 
for most native grasses. This 
will be enough 
tim e to 
provide some 
w intering 
grasses, Clayton added. 
As to the cotton crop, which 
has been plagued with in­ 
sufficient water since before 
it was planted, Clayton said 
he could see no good reaction 
coming from 
the 
pre­ 
cipitation.

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NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


The Hamlin School Board voted 
Thursday evening to give the voters 
of Hamlin Independent School 
District an opportunity to decide if 
they want to build a track for the 
State Champion Piper track team. 
Included in the proposal are some 
improvements 
in 
the 
football 
stadium that should appeal to a 
great many fans. 
Over the past few years there has 
been much talk about the need for a 
track here and we are personally 
glad that the Trustees have seen fit 
to give the voters a chance to ex­ 
press their feelings on the matter. 
While we have long felt the need 
for such a facility, we recognize that 
this is not a “must” issue like the 
recent hospital elections or the one 
to build the present high school 
building. 
This is an issue that must be 
decided on its merits. If you feel that 
Hamlin needs a track and want to 
spend the money to pay for it then 
vote yes, but if you don’t see the need 
and don’t want to spend the money, 
then you should vote no. It’s really 
that simple. 
We just hope that enough people 
will see the need and be willing to 
spend the small amount of money 
required. It is a relatively small 
amount of money when spread over 
all the taxpayers in the district. 
About three years ago we wrote in 
this space that it was a shame that 
Hamlin had such a good track 
program but did not provide the 
facilities for it. It just does not seem 
right to me for us to expect the 
citizens of Anson, Stamford or 
Ballinger to provide us with a place 
to perform. We said at that time that 
this was like someone who did not 
want the expense of owning a car but 
wanted a free ride everytime that 
they wanted to go someplace. 
We feel quite sure that one of the 
first questions will be “why so much 
money for a track?” In the first 
place about $40,000 of the $120,000 
issue would go for improvements to 
the football stadium. Of this, $26,060 
will be for stadium lights already 
approved by the board that will be 
paid for out of school funds if the 
issue is not passed. Another $11,300 
will be used to replace the present 
wooden seats with aluminum seats 
and if you have gotten as many 
splinters as some folks have from 
sitting on our stands, you will ap­ 
preciate this item. 
As for the track itself, the bond 
issue would give us an all-weather 
facility that would permit us to hold 
first class track meets here. Now, no 
one is going to promise that track 
meets would bring enough people to 
town to pay for all of this, but two or 
three meets a year could help the 
economy to some extent. 
And again comes the question of 
“couldn’t we get by with a cheaper 
track?” Yes, we probaby could but it 
would cost more in the long run. Out 
of the approximately $80,000 for the 
track we could probably save $20,000 
by going to a cinder track but with 
this type you have a much shorter 
life and tremendous maintenance 
costs. 
At one time there was some talk 
about putting the track inside the 
football stadium but this has been 
ruled out as being impractical for 
several reasons. The present plans 
call for the track to be constructed 
where the present dirt track is 
located. The new stands would be 
constructed on the west side and 
some of the present football lights 
would be moved over to that side. 
Lights would also be mounted on the 
back side of the new football light 
poles to light the east side of the 
track. 
Parking for the athletic complex 
vould be moved over to the west and
